The person who 
had taken the jewels from the store of the 
Washburn company repented the crime and 
desired to make restitution. 

“In compliance with the request of the pen- 
itent sinner, I notified Mr. Washburn, and 
when he visited me on Wednesday I turned 
the property over to him.

Oscar L, Triggs, the University of Chicago 
professor who compares Rockefeller with 
Shakspeere and characterizes church hymns 
as doggerel, has now astonished his class in 
English literature by.the declaration that 
the poetry of Longfellow is trivial and un- 
worthy of consideration, 

Before the students had time to recover 
from the shock;. Professor Triggs brought 


his teonoclastic hammer to bear on Oliver 


Wendell Holmes, whom he dismissed as ir- 
reverent and devoid of convictions. The 
criticism on Holmes was delivered yesterday; 
that on Longfellow in the previous lecture 
on Wednesday. 

Today the professor will pay his respects 
to Whittier, and the young people of his 
classes are beginning to wonder if they 
will have any poets left when thé process 
of demolition is completed. Having lost 
the hymn book, ‘*‘ Evangeline,” and the 
“One Hoss Shay,” they are now forced to 
@all* back ‘on Walt Whitman, James Whit- 
comb Riley, and the author of “ Beautiful 

Snow.” 
Poet Without a Thought. 

“ Longfellow had no thought to communi- 
cate to the world, * said Professor Triggs. 
“He was merely a maker of verses. Yet 
he wrote just such poetry as he was ex- 
pected to write in his time. The reading 
public was just then at the stage of maturity 
to appreciate such stuff as ‘ The Psaim of 
Life,’ ‘Hymn to the Night,’ and other fa- 
vorites which are known to every school 
hoy, but which educated people must admit 
are mere jingle, unworthy the considera- 
tion of any man. 

“It was only by such verses, however, that 
Longfellow could reach his audience. His 
poems were the outgrowth of the old New 
England Primer and the Bay State Song 
Book,| which latter is mere doggerel. Be- 
causeLof this environment of Puritanism 
Longfellow could not be a great poet. Puri- 
tanism is inimical to art. 

* Longfellow's writings are excellent for 
children, and boys and girls may be ex- 
cused for admiring ‘ The Psalm of Life,’ ‘ Ex- 
celsior,’ and similar drivel. But the adult 
mind must seek new and higher fields of 
thought. 

We ellow was not truly an American 
writer. He was too cultured, too refined, to 
be truly American. He could not feel the 
great heart of the West or South as Whit- 
man does,”’ 

Holmes as Triggs Sees Him. 

Professor Triggs yesterday turned his at- 
tention to Holmes, whom he described pleas- 

antly as a modern Voltaire. 

. Holmes,” he said, “ was the result 
of the Unitarian reaction in New England, 
and his life was embittered by Calyinism. 
He had no profound convictions to- 
and he was irreverent in all he wrote. 

“ He treated the Greek gods with flippancy 
and if occasion héd required would have 
been equally irreverent to the gods of the 
Protestant Parthenon.”

AERONAUT IS NOT HURT. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) _ 
PARIS, Aug. 8.—M. Santos-Dumont, the } 
aeronaut, met with an accident this morn- 


at 6:12 o’clock in his attempt to make a trip 
from St. Cloud around the Eiffel Tower and 
return in order to secure the Deutsci prize. 
He reached the tower in nine minutes. 

When half-way back, about fifteen minutes 
after he started, he noticed that the front 
of the balloon was collapsing, which would 
indicate that the gas was escaping. There- 
upon M. Santos-Dumont attempted to drive 
air into the balloonet, which is a small balloon 
within the larger one, but the motor failed 
to act. Then the gas went out of the rear 
of the balloon, which hung in a flabby way 
and threatened to catch the screw. 

M. Santos-Dumont became fearful of an ex- 
plosion and fall, and in order to avoid this 
he stopped the motor, thus leaving the bal- 
loon at the mercy of the winds, It drifted 
about a while, and then came down in an 
awkward position between two blocks of the 
Exposition. Trocadero Hotel, where it hung 
suspended. M. Santos-Dumont climbed up 
to the roof as quickly as a cat by means of 
a rope which was lowered, ui escaped with- 
out injury, 

All Hasten to See 

Meanwhile the people at St. Cloud were 
beginning to congratulate M. Aime, the for- 
mer secretary of the Aero club and a parti- 
san of M. Dumont, on the apparent success 
of the young Brazilian’s attempt to win the 
prize. When it was seen that the balloon 
had ceased to advance and-was flapping and 
drifting away there was an immediate rush 
for cabs, automobiles, and bicycles. 

When the exit of the Bois de Boulogne was 
reached it was learned that the balloon had 
caught in the Trocadero Hotel. The only 
place where a view could be had was a small .

M, Santos-Dumont first ascertained that 
the motor had not been damaged. Then 
ropes were affixed to the prow and efforts 
made to hoist up the machine, but the angle 
was too great. Then all the available men } 
fixed a rope around the screw end of the 
machine, using the chimney stack as a ful- 
crum. After heavy labor they succeeded 
in releasing the stern, and the balloon hung 
perpendicular and then descended into the 
yard. The roof suffered somewhat during 
the operations and there were several nar- 
row escapes from injury of people there, 
some of whom slid partly down the steep 


roof. |

“TT am terribly upset by this accident, 
and, being fearful lest an accident shall hap- 
pen to some one desirous of gaining my |: 
prize, I wish to retire, but the committee says 
I cannot honorably do so.

Half of Trip in Nine Minutes.

The other, John H. Dunham, residing with 
his mother at 5882 Washington avenue, clung 
to the overturned boat and was rescued by 
Captain Dow Compton and John Levy, life- 
savers at the Twenty-fifth street bathing 
beach. 

Both Cook and Dunham were supposed to 
be expert sailors. The former is a member 
of the class of '04 of the University of Chi- | 
cago, while Dunham is a student at Purdue 
University, class of 04. Recently they had 
a cedar canoe built at Racine, and it reached 
Chicago during the afternoon. The craft 
was thirteen feet long and weighed only 
forty-five pounds, yet the two boys started 
from the Goodrich docks at the foot of Rush 
street shortly after 7 o'clock, expecting to 
paddle the boat to. the foot of Fifty-seventh 
street despite the heavy wash caused by 
the easterly winds. 


| Cries Heard on Shore.

DEATH OF WILLIAM A. NEWELL. 


Ex-Governor of New Jersey and Found- 
er of Life-Saving Service Dies at 


Trenton, N. J.,.Aug. 8.—I[Special.]—Ex- 
Governor William A. Newell died at noon to- 
day at his. home in Allentown, N. J. 


William Augustus Newell, twentieth Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey (1857-'60), was born in 
Franklin, O., Sept. 5, 1817. He studied medi- 
cine and was graduated as an M. D. from the 
medical department of the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1841. | 

Dr. Newell commenced the practice of his 
profession at Manahawkin, \Ocean County, 
N. J., but afterwards went to Imlaystown, 
and finally settled at Allentown, N. J., where 
he lived for many years. He was a Whig in 
politics, and was elected to Congress in 
reéjected in 1848, and served until 1851. 

During this time he secured from Congress 
an appropriation of $10,000, the first made in 
this or any other country, for the purpose of 
establishing life-saving stations on the coast. 
Thé first trial was made on the New Jersey

STORM WORKSRUININ | 
PORTSMOUTH NAVY YARD. 


Gunboats Have Narrow Escape from 
Wrecking and Stone Shed of John 
Peirce Falls, Killing Many. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 8—{[{Special.]— 
The worst storm that has visited this section 
of the State: in years burst over the navy 
yard here today and caused loss of life and 
property. The big stone shed of Contractor 
John Peirce, under which 100 granite cutters 
were at work, collapsed and fully half of 
them were buried in the ruins. 

Mrs. Howard Mealey, who had sought 
shelter in the building, was taken out dead. 
Joel Pearson, stone cutter, died after being 
taken from the ruins. Half a score of others 
were rescued and taken to the naval hos- 
pital, where broken limbs were set and cuts 

Martin Damm and Howard Mealey of the 
naval band were buried beneath tons of 
débris, but escaped with bruises. The naval

present and cared for the injured. It is 
thought that many others are still buried 
beneath the mass of débris.

For the first 
kerosene, kerosene emulsion, soap suds, and 
pyrethrum are the best; and for the second, 
molasses, or a mixture of castor oil and 
resin. 
‘For general use strong suds, made from 
ordinary, common ®*ashing soap, filling the 
traps two-thirds full with the liquid, is rec- 
ommended. Kerosene is most fatal. to the 
flies, but it must be used with Gare or it will 
soil the sash. In using it fill the trap half 
full with water and add enough kerosene to 
form a film. 

There should be one trap for every pane of 
giass of at least one window in the house. 


For ifstance, when the sash contains two } 


panes of glass there should be two traps, one 
at the base of each pane. When the sash 
contains four panes there should be four | 
traps, two on the bottom rail and two on the 
cross bars. It is not necessary to apply traps 
to ali the windows. Attach traps to one or 
two windows in the sunny part of the house 
and pull down the biinds of the remaining 
windows. The flies will seek the lighted 
rooms, and especially the windows.

But the state of 
opinion in both Houses is likely to be more 
disjointed even than the opinions of the so- 
called political parties. As important mat- 
ters will have to be dealt with by the first gov- 
ernment of Cuba, such as treaties, the rela- 
tions with the United State and the payment 
of the army, there is likely to be a great deal 
of trouble and disagreement. If the Presi- 
dent does not have Congress behind him he 
will fail utterly. 

Difficulties for President. 

“Then, also, the constitution is calculated 
to prevent unity of action because the Gov- 
ernors of provinces are to be elected by popu- 
Jar vote, and the secretaries will be respon- 
sible as well asthe President.
